THE OUTLAWS ESCAPE FROM JAIL. 


Qutwitted the Men 
Guarding Him. 


HIS VISIT TO CARTER’S ROOM.

AND RUBE BURROWS WAS LAID OUT DEAD. 


Demoro.uis, Ala., October 8.—[Special.]— 
Rube Burrows, train ‘robber, murderer and 
outlaw, is dead! 

He died with his favorite pistol in his 
hand in a daring and reckless attempt to 
regain his liberty, and when he feli, two 
men had gone down before his unerring 
aim. 

To the last he displayed that spirit of 
devilish cunning and daring which for 
years has made his name a terror in tho 
south and west, but at last he was face to 
face with a man his equal in courage and 
his match in the skill of handling a re- 
volver, 

TO LOSE WAS DEATH! @ 

They were playing a game of chance 
which to lose was death—and Burrows lost. 

The details of the tragedy are thrilling in 
the extreme. 

Last night Burrows was taken by his 
four captors to the little town of Linden. 
He was a valuable prize, and they couid 
not’ trust an outsider to watch him. With 
his hands and feet tied they placed him in 
the sheriff’s office in the jail, and John 
McDuftie and a negro named Marshall sat 
down to watch him through the night. 
The negro was one of the captors. 
J. C. Carter, who planned the  cap- 
ture, took the money found on _ Bur- 
rows, $178, and went to the hotel to sleep. 
McDuftie and the negro, Marshall, were to 
remain on guard all night, and they did 
not dream that their shackled prisoner 
would th “ef escape. The door was 
heavily barred, and* while Burrows was 
quietly sleeping, his captors sat near him 
wiih pistols in their hands. 

THE GAME COMMENCES. 

At 4 o'clock this 
awoke. 

“f am hungry, get me something to eat,” 
he said. : 

“We cannot get anything at this hour,” 
answered McDufiie. 

“Well, hand me my satchel. 
some crackers in there,.’’ 

A leather satchel which Burrows carried 
in his hand when captured lay in one 
corner of the room where it had been 
thrown without examination. 

McDuffie handed the satchel to Burrows. 
Tie manacled hands of the prisoner were 
thrust inside. find bringing out a handfull of 
crackers he handed them to his guards, and 
McDuffie and the negro put down their 
pistols and began to eat the crackers. 

Again the shackled hands went down into 
and when they again came 
forth the startled guards looked into the 
muzzels of two gleaming revolvers. 

“RICHARD JIS HIMSELF AGAIN.’’ 

“Wntie me, and be quick about it,” sal® 
Burrbws to tho negro, who obeyed at once. 

“Now, unleck the handcuffs on my wrists,’’ 
and again the”™negro obeyed. 

“Put them on that man,’’ was the next 
order, and the trembling’ negro closed the 
cuffs with a snap on the wrists of McDufliie. 

“Open the door,’’ commanded Burrows, 
and the bars were hastily removed. Then, 
placing one of the pistols in his pocket, 
Barrows secured the key of the door, and, 
placing .« pistol at the negro’s head; he 
ordered him to step outside. Keeping the 
negro covered with his revolver, Burrows 
locked the door on~the outside, leaving 
McDuffie a barred* and helpless prisoner 
within. 

“Now, whero is that man Carter with 
my money?’ asked the ‘outlaw of the 
negro. , 

The negro told him, and was ordered to 
lead the way to his room. They went to 
the hotel, but Carter was not there. He 
was sleeping in a room in the-rear of the 
store of @ merchant named Glass. The 
negro led the way to the.store, and Bur. 
rows knocked loudly on the door. 

BUT HE MEETS A RICHMOND. 

“Who is that?’ asked Carter. 

In a whisper Burrows ordered the negro 
to angwer, which he did. 

“Toll him to get up quick, that McDnuf- 
fie wants him at the jail,” said Burrows 
in the same slow whisper, and the tremb- 
ling negro repeated the words. 

Carter rocognized “the voice of the 
negro, and coming to the door he opened 
it and asked: | 

“What is the matter, John?’’ 

“Where is my money? Give it to me

at the Breast of Carter. A glance in the 
semi-darkness was enough—Carter recog- 


tion*in an instant, but he was not going 
40 lose his $7,500 prize without a struggle. 
Instantly he sprang back to the bed where 
his pistol was lying, seized it, and turning 
to the door again, fired almost at the samo 
instant that the report of the outlaw’s pis- 
tol woke the slumbering echoes of the 
quiet town. 

Both shots were well aimed. The ball 
from the outlaw’s pistol struck Carter in 
the left breast above the heart, and passed . 
through the lungs. _ Burrows -was shot 
through the bowels, the ball passing en- 
tirely through his body. He staggered 
back into the street, but raised

the shoulder of Marshall, the negro, who 
was standing there half dead with fear. 
THE FIGHT CONTINUED IN THE STRERT. 
Carter was staggering from the shock of the 
wound, but he ran out into the street and 
seven more pistol shots rang out on the night 
air. Both men had emptied their revolvers. 


‘By this time Burrows had crossed to the oppo- 


site sidewalk and Carter was near the middle 
of the street. As the echoes of the last pistol 
shots died away both men sank to the ground. 

The shots had aronsed half of the people in 
the little village, and the inhabitants, running 
into the streets in their night clothes, stum- 
bled over the bloody forms of the two men 
lying prone in the dark-street. Soon a lantern 
was brought, and its pale light cast ghostly 
shadows about the weird scene. The startled 
people heard a groan from the man lying on 
the sidewalk. They gathered about him just 
in time to witness one long, convulsive shud- 
der, and then Rube Burrows, the man who 
had so often defied the grim destroyer, was 
dead, but a moan from the man lying out in 
the street claimed the attention of the crowd. 

‘Take me home; take me to my mother,” 
moaned Carter, who was suffering the most 
agonizing pain from his wound. 

THE VICTOR MAY DIE. 

He was carried to his room and everything 
possible done for him. He is yet alive and 
may recover, but his wound is a terrible one. 
The negro, Marshall, is badly wounded also, 
but his wound is not considered dangerous. 

On the wings of the wind flew the news of 
the bloody tragedy, and by sunrise people were 
coming in from all directions for a look at the 
body of the most noted criminal of the age. 

The body of Burrows lay where he fell until 
the coroner came and took charge of it. 

Superintendents Agee and Fisher, of the 
Southern Express Company, were in this town 
last night when they receiyed the news that 
Burrows was captured. They were happy 
men when the news was confirmed, for they 
had been following his traii day and night, 
and at last the man who has cost the Southern 
Express Company more money than any other 
man, living or dead, was in the clutches of 
the law. 

At daylight this morning, the two officials 
started for Linden with 4 posse of officers, in- 
tending to bring the captive back with them. 
They did not learn of the bloody tragedy of last 
night until they reached Linden. After an 
inquest, the body of Burrows was turned oyer 
to the officers of the express company, and 
they decided to send it to his relatives in 
Lamar county, Alabama, for burial. 

THE BODY TAKEN TO LAMAR COUNTY. 

Tonight the body will be taken to Birminy- 
ham, and tomorrow sent to Lamar county, 
where it wiil be delivered to the aged father of 
the outlaw. 

So ends the career of Rube Burrows, a man 
whose history is without a parallel. The 
identity of the dead man seems to be established 
beyond question. 

Tracking the Outlaw. 


When the Flomaton train robbery occurred 
five weeks ago the officers of the express com- 
pany were satisfied that Burrows was the rob- 
ber. The detectives found his trail near the 
scene of the robbery and soon secured plenty of 
evidence that the man was Burrows. Without 
a break they followed him into Florida, back 
into the swamps of south Alabama, from 
hiding place to hiding place, until at last he 
fellinto the hands of a farmer country mer- 
chant and two negroes when the pursuing de- 
tectives were only twenty miles away. 

Carter, the man who killed Burrows, is the 
man to whom his capture yesterday is due. He 
keeps a small country store eight miles 
south of Linden, He had heard that 
Burrows was lurking in the neighborhood and 
was on the lookout for him. -Yesterday the 
great outlaw walked in his store and purchased 
some food, and Carter recognized him at once, 
and when Burrows left he started in pursuit. 
John McDuffie, a farm hand, recognized the 
outlaw, and was afterhim. Carter and Me- 
Duffie met and joined forces. They found 


‘Burrows resting in a negrocabin, and galling 


two negroes to their assistance, they made him 
a prisoner. Last night, in the excitement and 
exultation of their capture, they seem to have 
forgotten their caution, or else they did not 
credit the man’s reputation for reckless daring, 
and one of them may pay the penalty of this 
carelessness with his life. 
THIS IS UNDOUBTEDLY RUBE. 

The express company’s detectives, who have 
seen Burrows, say this is the man. The officials 
who have studied his habits for years are pos- 
itive of his identity, and the daring spirit 
which cost him his life, leaves no room to 
doubt the identity of the dead outlaw. Thon- 
sands of people have flocked into the little 
town today to catch a glimpse of the face of 
Burrows, and the excitement has been intense. 

The spirit which prompted Burrows to go in 
search of Cater to recover his money and 
thereby surely lessen his chances of escape is 
hard to understand. Atthe hour he escaped 
from the jail and histwo guards, those three 
were probably the only men in the town awake, 
and mounted on a fleet horse he could have 
been miles away before daylight, but let the 
golden opportunity pass and rushed to his 
fate. McDuffie, who was left a helpless pris- 
oner where he had been the captor a short 
time before, was overlooked fora time in the 
excitement, but was finally released. McDuf- 
fie’s, courage is unquestioned. It 
was simply a want of caution 
which gave Burrows the chance of 
escape. The leather satchel was an old, well- 
worn affair and the captors accepted without 
question the statemect of Burrows that it con- 
tained only some soiled clothing. One pistol 
was found on his person and when asked if 
he had another he answered that he had sold 
his other one. The morbid curiosity of human 
nature asserted itself almost before the smoke 
of the tragedy cleared away and people were 
there to secure pieces of the dead outlaw’s 
clothes and other effects. His pistols will be 
held as trophies by his captor unless claimed 
by his relatives: ~ 

Superintendents Agee and Fisher, of the 
Southern Express Company, arrived here from 
Linden, at 5o’clock with the body of fiube 
Burrows, in a cheap pine coffin. The coffin 
was opened, and, for an hour, a curious throng 
hurried past fora look atthe dead outlaw. 
Buttons were snatched from his clothes, hairs 
were cut from his head and even his shoes were 
carried away by the relic hunters. 

i THE LAST OF HIS GANG. 

‘The express officials regret the killing of 
Burrows, but are glad to be rid of him. Super- 
intendent Agee said: ‘‘Burrows was the last 
of his gang, the others are all dead or in prison, 
and now I feel I can take a little rest. I tell 
you we feel relieved to be safely rid of the last 
of them, for they have given us no little trou- 
ble.” After his capture y y, Burrows 
aid not deny his identity. At Lindenan of- 
ficer asked him if he was tho great train rob- 


ber. 
“Yes,” he replied, ‘I am Rube Burrows and 


ern Express Company in New York, and his 
pistols will be kept at the company’s office in 
Memphis. 


The News in Washington. 

Wasninaton, October 8:—[Specia).]}—The 
announcement in the evening papers that 
Rube Burrows had been killed down in Ala- 
bama, created a great deal of interest around 
the postoffice department this afternoon. Rube 
has robbed the mails three times,and the de- 
partment has a standing reward of $1,000 for 
his capture and conviction. Chief Maynard, 


of the bureau of mail depredations, is yery 


anxious to have the opportunity to pay this 
reward, for Rube has given the department a 
great deal of trouble. Mr. Maynard has a 
record of the registered mail he has 
taken from the mails, but cannot get 
at the exact amount of money the 
Alabama out-aw has gotten. At the Bucka- 
tanna robbery alone Rube got*a pouch con- 
taining thirty-four valuable letters. In speak- 
ing of the reported capture this afternoon Mr. 
Maynard said: 

‘'T am afraid the story in the papers is not 
correct for the department has received no 
information of any character except what ap- 
pears in the papers. If Burrows has been cap- 
ture and killed I think some person connected 
with the department in that section would 
have notified us. However, we might hear 
tomorrow,”’ . 

‘Will the reward be paid?” 

“It will if proof is furnished that he was the 
man that robbed the mails. We believe he 
_ the man but we have no absolute proof 
of it. 


LONGSTREET AT KNOXVILLE. 


A Love Feast Between the Blue and the 
Gray. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., October 8.—The grand 
parade of federal and confederate veterans 
today was an immense affair, and was partici- 
pated in by about equal numbers of the blue 
and the gray. The line of march was through 
the chief streets, then out through the west- 
ern part of the city to Fort Sanders, the old 
battle ground, where addresses were delivered 
by J. W. Caldwell, Chancellor Gibson, Colonel 
W. A. Henderson and General Longstreet. 

In the course of his speech, General Long- 
street said that he told President Davis after 
the battle of Chickamauga that the confed- 
eracy was doomed. He said he came to Knox- 
ville and made a desperate assault on Fort 
Sanders, but his heart was not in it, as he was 
convinced it was a lost cause. He said of 
the attack on the fort, that he alone bears the 
undivided responsibility of that and the death 
of 700 of his brave men. He said that what- 
ever might have been the result of the little 
battle, it could not have affected the result of 
the war. The south was beto defeated. He 
seemed to agree with the general idea that the 
city could have been taken had he assaulted 
the fort when he first reached it. The speech 
was one of broad patriotism and states- 
manship; the words patriotic and. the 
document will be read with profound interest 
by northern and southern menalike. General 
Longstreet says this speech is, in all probabil- 
ity, the last public utterance he will give in 
such a general way. Ex-federal and ex-coh- 
federates alike shed tears, or cheered, during 
its reading. 

General Harvey Gibson, of Ohio, followed 
General Longstreet in a grand oration. 

Tonight the city is brilliantly illuminated 
and receptions are held everywhere, each 
house being open to the old soldiers. The old 
veterans are again around campfires talking 
of scenes Jong gohe by. Not the. slightest 
thing has occurred to mar the occasion. Lt ts” 
really a reunion of hand and heart. Old men 


during the speech teday who had fought 


against each other embraced and wept 
children. The feeling of the confederatesis that 
this is one country and there is but one flag 
and they are heartily glad of it, ee. the 
are not ashamed of what they did. The fed- 
erals acknowledge that the confederates were 
conscientious, manly and brave and they are 
glad to acknowledge them as brothers of a 
common blood and country. 

The grandest cheering of the day*was for the 
star spangled banner, and for General Grant, 
who acted so magnanimously towards General 
Lee’s starved, tattered and torn heroes. Tears 
fell like rain from ai4li. No such 
meeting has ever been held in_ the 
United States and all feel that if the north 
doubts the loyalty of her southern confederates, 
let a foe arise and the men of the south, who 
followed Jackson and Lee, will lay down their 
lives to protect ‘‘our flag,’’ and South Carolina 
veterans will be found in the front ranks, 
alongside of the Grand Army Republic vet- 
erans, of Ohio. 

Tomorrow will bea grand love feast, fol- 
lowed by fireworks at night. Visitors are still 
arriving.

Poor Harry Howren was laid to rest this after- 
noon in Trinity Methodist church cemetery, 
near the remains of his uncle, Rev. H. W. 
Durant, at one time pastor of the church. He 
was buried by the members of the press here, 
the services being conducted by Revs. R. D. 
Smart, of Bethel, R. N. Wells, of Trinity, 
and fA. C. Dutton, of Centenary. A number 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
were present gt the services which were held 
in Trinity church. None of his relatives 
were present. He came to Charleston eight 
years ago alone and he departed alone. The 
grave was covered with flowers and wreaths, 
among them asimple bouquet, which was sent 
by Mrs. F. W. Dawson.

CONVENTION AT COLUMBIA TODAY. 


‘The Anti-Tilimanites Expected to Nominate 
a Gandidate for Gevernor That Ke- 
publicans Will Support. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 8.—[Special.]-— 
The nomination of G. W. Shell by the demo- 
cratic primary asa candidate for congress from 
the fourth district has given quite a boost to 
the Tillman opposition here, and almost in- 
sures the election of J. F. Ensor, the repub- 
lican candidate. The race was between Shell, 
Tillmanite, and Duncan, straightout democrat. 
The feeling against Shell. is very bitter in 
straightout democrat ranks, as he is author cf 
the manifesto which called the alliance move- 
} ment into life and which charged all the state 
} officials with corruption. The race between 
‘Shell and Duncan was very close. 

Dr. Encor, the republican candidate, is popu- 
lar even among democrats. During the repub- 
lican administration of South Caroliga he was 
superintendent of the lunatic asylum. His 
official record is said to be unimpeachable and 
his character as a citizen beyond question. 
Besides this he was the one republican official 
in 1876-who refused to recognize the Cham- 
berlain government. His refusal to do so, 
leading to the recognition by the courts of the 
Hampton government. Ensor. will poll 
the full republican vote in his 
district, and at least 30 per centof the demo- 
cratic vote. In the meantime, the election of 
Shell has inténsified the bitterness of the anti- 
Tillman elements of the democrats. ‘They are 
expected to put a full state ticket in the field 
tomorrow, and it is about settled that the re- 
publicans will support it. They claim to have 
110,000 registered voters in the state, and if 
their vote is delivered to the anti-T@imanites 
and counted, as it will be, Tillman’s chances 
for the governorship are slim, The total white 
vote of tho state is about 80,000, of which Till- 
man can scarcely poll 40,000. This county will 
send a full delegation to the anti-Tillman con- 
vention tomorrow. 


FIGHTING TILLMAN. 


A Caucus in Spartanburg to Send Delegates 
tothe Anti-Tlilman Oonvention. 


SPARTANBURG, 8S. C., October 8.—[Special.] 
There was a straightout caucus held here this 
afternoon for the purpose of sending delegates 
to the anti-Tillman convention at Columbia to- 
morrow. There were twenty or thirty gentle- 
men present. The following were elected dele- 
gates: J. A. Henneman, T. E. Evins, Joseph 
Walker, Edwin Keyson, J. W. Garrett, A. B. 
Calvert, 8. B. Jones, Jr., J. E. Helmes, Boyce 
Lee, Captain E. Brown, Captain William 
Smith, H. T. Butler and F. H. Cash. These 
are to be joined by other gentlemen from the 
country tomorrow, and a large number offmer- 
chants ahd others will go down tomorrow to bo 
present at the convention. The advisability 
of putting another ticket in the field was 
thoroughly discussed and the meeting was 
unanimously in favor of it. Shell had signified 
his intention of calling the negroalliance to 
his aid. The delegates go uninstructed, but it 
is understood they are in favor of A. C. 'Has- 
kell for governor, and the rest of the ticket 
which has been nientioned in connection with 
“him.

A Great Day in Weldon—Speeches of Col- 
onel Livingston and Colonel Polk.

Colonel Livingston and Colonel Polk were in 
Weldon today. It was a grand and glorious 
day for the people.

At 12 o’clock the hall was full. Colonel 
Livingston led off in his easy, instructive style, 
and for an hour and forty minutes enchanted a 
highly appreciative and intelligent audience 
with high y instructive illustrations of the 
cardinal principles of thealliance, with 
a graphic exposition of infamously cor- 
rupt class legislation which has 
characterized the acts of the national con- 

ress for the last tweny-five years, and ad-

masterly mind defended the practi2apility of 
the subtreasury plan and proved its constitu- 
tionality by quoting from United States su- 
preme court decisions.

THAT TERRIFFIC EXPLOSION. 


Some of the Incidents of the Disaster at 
Dupont Powder Mills. ici 

WitminctTon, Del., October 8.—Eleven 
persons were killed and twenty injured in 
‘yesterday afternoon’s explosions at Dupont 
powder mills. The men who were killed 
were all working in and about the 7 
and mills, and except in the case of three— Will- 
iam Geeen, William McGarvey and Patrick 
Dougherty—were blown to pieces so that only 
fragments of their remains have been found. 

The body of Patrick Dougherty was found 
this morning in the water of the race slong 
the creek shore where it had been thrown b 
the explosion. ~The body of Green was foun 
just outside of the ruins of the magazine in 
which the first explosion occurred, and strange 
to say was not mangled or burned. 

CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

It is the theory of workmen that the ex- 
plosions were started in some way by the 
soldering iron which Green was using in 
soldering the tin covezs on cans of powder. 

This work is extremely dangerous, and 
Green was the only man trusted to perform it. 
He was an old employe who’ thoroughly un- 
derstood his work, but it is supposed his solder- 
ing iron became too hot, and that its heaf fired 
the powder in spite of his carefulness. Green 
and McGarvey were the only men in the 
magazine at the time. 

Early reports of the disaster placed Daniel 
Harkins’s name in the list of the killed b 
the explosion, but Harkins was not killed, 
although he was severely injured. When the 
explosion began he was standing on the porch 
of the press mill, where he is employed, and 
the force of the explosion threw him from the 

rch into the race, a distance of twenty feet. } 

mmediately afterwards the press mill ex- 

ploded, poser S- Harkins been still standing on 
the porch would have been blown to atoms. 
As it was, he was severely bruised and 
shocked, but managed to craw! out of the race 
and reach his home, were he now lies under 
the care of physicians. He will probably re- 
cover. 

John Dietz, James Grant and Joseph 
Harger were also reported killed, but a)l three 
escaped without injury. John Brader, who 
was employed by the powder manufacturers as 
alteamster, had a miraculous escape. He was 
driving a double team through the powder 
yard when the explosion occurred and his 
wagon was demolished and the horses at- 
tached to it were killed. Brader was not hurt. 

The wounded are being cared for by neigh- 
bors and friends and the dead bodies prepared 
for burial. William Green will be buried this 
afternoon. Three hundred or four hundred 
homeless people are provided with comfort- 
able quarters by their friends livingin more 
favored locations, and will be looked after 
until their homes can be restored. 

County Coroner Gamble is summoning a 
jury this morning for the purposeof viewing 
the remains of William Green, so that they 
may beinterred. It may be two or three days 
before he will be ready to hear testimony as 
witnesses are busy. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE WORKS. 

The original powder works were founded by 
Eluthere Irene Dupont de Nemours in 1802, 
and the upper mills,-where yesterday’s explo- 
sions occurred, were added to the plant in and 
since 1812. The total works, as they exist to- 
day, have a capacity for turning out 12,000,000 
pounds of powder annually, and the firm of 
Dupont de Nemours & Co. own and operate 
also ten additional mills in Luzerne, Schuyl- 
kill and Northumberland counties, Penn- 
sylvania. ; 

In 1886 there were used in their works, in- 
cluding’the Pennsylvania mills, over 16,000,000 

nds of saltpetre and nitro soda, the chief 
ingredientsof powder. The Brandywine plant 
numbers in its entirety some eighty different 
buildings, extending along the western bank 
of the creek and for a shorter distance on the 
opposite bank, about two miles, including the 
site of the mills, dwellings of employes, 
churches, schools and other buildings, and the 
adjacent farming land. The company’s tracts 
on the Brandywine amounts to about 2,500 
arces. Upon this property, besides the build- 
ings mentioned, are three woolen mills, cotton 
mill and grist mill and a population of about 
4,000 people, of whom over 500 are employed 
in the works,

At the tomb the whole party stood 
for a few minutes with uncovered heads. 
After examining the mansion and relics the 
party returned to the city, and at 5 o'clock left 
on a steamer down the Potomac for Norfolk 
and Richmond. 

Dr. J. F. D. Cullen, formerly of General 
Longstreet’s staff; Captain Philip Haxall, ex- 
confederate officer, and Colonel Archer Ander- | 
son, formerly of General D. H. Hill’s staff, 
will accompany Comte de Paris on his visit 
to the battlefields around the city.

EpiIToR ConsTiruTion: In your issue of the 7th 
instantisa long editorial under the above cap- 
tion. which we think is not only unjust and un- 
fair, butis not in keeping with the high standard 
of journalism 680 worthily maintained by THE 
CONSTITUTION heretofore. We claim that we are 
a constituent partof the weg rae 9 olf and, 
as such, have as many rights inside party as 
any others. We don’t claim, however, to be 
the equal in influence with Tue CONSTITU- 
TION, nor to have our ideas so readily 
endorsed by eo large a number of people as read 
THE CONSTITUTION: Your editorial is confined to 
one idea, and that one, wholly foreign to the in- 
tents and purposes of the manifesto, and the 
issucs which that manifesto makes. In our mani- 
festo we charge that the democratic parity has 
been prostituted by asecret political organization, 
and is being used to further the ends of political 
demagogues' and ward politicians, _ who 
are the leaders of this secret political 
organization. We charge that in these secret meet- 
ings, from which a large number of the truest and 
best democrats of the land are excluded, the can- 
didates for the various offices are selected, and 
the delegates to the conventions to nominate them 
are selectéd, and then they have the effrontery to 
claim that they are the democratic party, and 
try to opp y the party lash to this large number of 
excluded democrats, and whip them inte support- 
ing these secretly selected candidates, We charge 
that after they have thus secretly selected their 
candidates and delegates, that when those whoare 
exciuded demand that none but democrats shall 
vute in the primary or mass meeting, the leaders 
of this secret organization threaten that the 
Streets shall run with blood unless all, no matter 
of wuat politica] affiliation, be allowed to partici- 
pate. 

We charge that the leaders of this secret organi- 
zation have and are endeavoring to prejudice the 
people of the country against the towns, and one 
class of people against another. 

We charge that this'same society refuses to abide 
& nomination when their candidate is defeated, 
and that they A hear ae and {vilify their own 
members when they adhere to the nomination, if 
made outside their party. 

We do not make these charges upon the rank 
and file of this society, but upon the leaders and 
these members who blindly follow them. 

We charge that these same leaders have forced 
upon the democratic party a specific measure of 
relief, which we deem unwise, undemocratic and 
wholly impracticable, instead of simply advo- 
cating democratic principles upon which the 
whole party could unite; and upon this specific 
measure have put forward candidates whose de-‘ 
mocracy is exceedingly doubtful, and whose fitness 
to represent us in the iegislativa branches of the 
goverament, both state and national, we are un- 
willing totrust.

it for all it is worth to fur- 
ther his private ends and political prefer-

We charge that all of this is undemocratic, un- 
republican and un-American, and, as loyal citi- 
zens, we cenounce all such scheines, and call upon 
a liberty-loving people to help us put it down. 

In addition to the foregoing charges, we also 
charge that this secret political organization has 
instituted a boycott against our own people, for 
no other reason than that they have 
the manhood to declare for the’ princi 
ples of pure democracy, as was recently done by 
an alliance near Rome, Ga., which “unanimously 
adopted a resolution not to buy goods of any kind 
from.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


LIGHT THROWN UPON THE MACON 
MYSTERY. 


Bessie Jones Tells a Constitution Man: 
What She Knows About the Killing 
of Charity Crane—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., October 8,—{Special.]—More 
light is being thrown og the horrible murder 
of Charity Crane. It seems that two women 
an*% a man were the perpetrators of ‘the terri- 
ble deed. Tuer Constirution has already 
noted the arrest and imprisonment of Turner 
Solomon and Bessie Jones. Today the story 
that Bessie Jones teld caused the arrest of 
Josephine Daniels. Here is what Bessie said 
in jail today to THe ConsTITUTION’s corres- 
pondent: 

THE STATEMENT. 

Seated on a cot in her cell was the negress 
loudly singing as though perfectly contented 
and happy. 

Going to the cell door the reporter gave 4 
loud ran, and she is visibly startled. Badly 
frightened she enquires what's the matter. 

“Oh, nothing,” said the reporter, ‘I just 
want to talk with you a little.’’ 

“Well, I can’t talk, Mr. Henderson said I 
mustn’t say a word to ayo 

“Ts that so? Well, don’t you think you 
ought to talk to more than one person? It 
might be to yourinterest.”’ 

‘*Well, all I know is I didn't have much to 
do with that—but I’ll tell the court all I 
know,.”’ 

“But hadn’t you better make a statement 
before then? You know the negroes are terri- 
bly excited over the affair.” 

‘They is? Well, mo oughten to be mad 
with me, ’cause I didn’t have much to do with 
it. I give youmy honest word I didn't know 
they was going to kill her.” 

‘Is that #4? Who is they, Bessie? Now 
go ahead; if you are not to dDlame, as you say, 
you had better tell the people about it.’’ 

‘‘Well, I don’t care. I'll tell you, and it’s 
the truth. Me and Turner Solomon and 
Josephine Daniels had been frolicking on Cat- 
tonayenue all night. We stayed till way late, 
and I reckon it must’ve been morning. We 
all lived in the samne direction, and went on as 
far as the college together.”’ | 

‘‘Were any of you drinking ?”’ 

‘‘Charity was the only one that was drink- 
ing: She was drunk and cursing. She called. 
Turner a lot of bad names, and they were quar- 
reling all the way.’’ 

‘*Who is this Josephine Daniels ?’’ 

‘She was a negro woman who hada fight 
with Charity several days before. Charity had 
told something. on her, and they fought 
about it.’’ 

“Did she and Charity quarrel any that 
night?” 

‘*Yes, she got after Charity about what she 
had told on her, and Charity told her she did do 
it, and, drunk like she was, she said more than 
she ought to have said.”’ | 

“Then Turner Solomon and Josephine 
Daniels were mad with Charity and- Charity 
with them, but you were not mad ?’’ 

‘*Yos, they were all mad, though Charity and 
Turner had always been mighty good friends. 
I wasn’t mad, and was walking alittle in front 
of them all the way.’’ 

‘‘Had Turner and Charity never hada diffi- 
culty before ?” 

‘T don’t know, but I know Charity had 
been out with Turner and had abused him 
mightily ever since her child died.” 

‘*‘Well, how about the murder ?’’ 

‘‘As I said, I was walking along in front of 
Charity, Turner and Josephine Daniels, when 
Turner told me to stop and come hold Charity’s

“Then you say Turner Solomon and 
Josephine both killed Charity Crane, and you 
had nothing to do with it, except to hold her 
hands ?’’ 

“That isthe truth, and I’ll swearit, That 
is just how it happened, and the Lord 
knows it.’’

SEVERAL TRAGEDIES IN GEORGIA 


YESTERDAY. . 
The Assassination of Thomas Tanton—The 
Shooting of Captain Bailey—The Siayer 
of Mr. Forsyth Shot Down. 


Saxpunévitue, Ga., October8.—[Special.]— 


J. Thomas Tanton was assassinated last night 


at 7 o’clock at his home, near Warthen, in this 
county. An inquest was held over his body 
today by S. W. Watkins, justice of the peace. 
The evidence, in substance, was: 

Dr. L. 8. Garner was sworn: ‘The deceased 
came to his death by being shot with a 38-cali- 
ber cartridge, which entered his head above 
the right ear, coming out two inches above the 
left ear.”’ 

W. F. Godfrey: I heard J. T. Tanton say a 
few days ago that he feared he was going to 
be killed; said’ his’ brother, William, had 
bought a Winchester rifle and thought his in- 
tention was to kill him. I loaned the deceased 
a pistol three or four weeks ago; he returned 
it in a day or so; was at home at the time of 
the killing; my wife heard the report of fire 
atms and directed my attention to the noise 
over at Tanton’s’ house; I went out and 
was called by Mrs. Tanton; I 
got James Duggan to go down 
with me; wentin the house and found the 
deceased lying on his face dead; examined 
him and found a wound in the head. 

Mrs. J. T. Tahton,’ wife of the deceased, 
sworn: I was sitting in a chair against a bed, 
Mr. Tanton beitig between me and a window 
when he was shot; saw no one; the party 
shooting was outside; the deceased never 
spoke after being shot; he had told me he 
thought his brother, William C. Tanton, would 
kill him. 

J. C. Duggen, sworn: Heard no threat 
against Tanton; heard Mr. Trull say Tanton 
and he couldn’t settle something abou: a note ; 
this was about September ist, I saw Trull with 
a 38-caliber cartridge, short range. 

The verdict of the jury was that death was 
caused by a 38-caliber eartridge, fired from a 
gun .or pistol in the hands of an unknown 
party. 

Mr. Tanton was an industrious, law-abiding 
citizen. The community round about Warthen 
is indignant over the brutal occurrence. 


A TRAGEDY IN CAMDEN. 


Captain James Bailey Killed by One of His 
Employes. 

Brunswick, Ga., October 8.—[Special.] 
Captain James Bailey, of Bailey’s Mills, Sal- 
tila river, one of the most prominent lumber 
men in southeast Georgia, and a leading citizen 
of Camden county was shot and instantly 
killed yesterday afternoon at home by James 
Patterson, one of his employees. Patterson 
isacripple and he and Bailey became en- 
gaged ina wordy altercation, Bailey finally 
striking with his hands, he drew a Winches- 
ter rifle and fired.

itis Thought He Had a Congestive Chill 
During the Night—A Short Sketch, 
of the Deceased. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 8.—-[Special.]— 
Early this morning, Colonel James Atkins 
was found dead in his bedroom in the third 
story of the Sorrel building. The room is 
directly over his law office. Tho colored 
woman who has charge of it came, as usual, this 
morning to attend to her duties. When she 
entered the room she saw Colonel Atkins sit- 
ting on the floor, near the door, in his night 
clothes, somewhat doubled up as if suffering 
from a cramp. ‘ 

When she approached him she saw that he 
was dead. The bed had been disturbed and as 
the body was warm when found it is believed 
that early this morning, Colonel Atkins was 
attacked by either a stroke of apoplexy or a 
congestive chill,and leaving the bed attempted 
to reach the door and if possible call for assist- 
ance. Before he could do this the attack com- 
pelled him to sink to the floor, where he re- 
mained in the attitude he was found until 
death relieved him. 

For several days past he had complained of 
feeling slightly bilious, and of slight chills, 
but had not felt badly enough to give up his 
accustomed work. One side of his face, when 
he was found, was quite Mlue, and this 
and other indications lead to the belief 
that he was suddenly taken with a congestive 
chill, became unconscious in a few minutes 
and died soon afterwards. 

SKETCH OF THE DECREASED. 

Colonel Atkins was about fifty-five years 
old. He was born in Henry county, and came 
of a family well known in middle Georgia. 
He was brought up in the Christian church, 
and was educated at Bethany college, West 
Virginia, one of the institutions maintained 
by that denomination. He subsequently 
studied Jaw, and practiced at Griffin before 
the war. After the war he became a repub- 
lican in politics, and has ever since remained 
faithful to that party, occupying a position 
among the white leaders in Georgia. 

In 1866 he was appointed collector of in- 
ternal revenue at Atlanta, an oflice he held 
until 1872, when he was appointed collector of 
the port at Savannah. He remained collector 
for cight years. In 1880 he was succeeded by 
Mr. T. F. Johnson. 

President Garfield evinced a warm interest 
in Colonel Atkins, and showed his esteem by 
geverer | to nominate him judge* of the 

/nited States courts of this district. Then 
rame the assination of the president before 
the nomination, removing, for the time being, 
the hope Colonel Atkins’s friends had that 
he would be elevated to the bench. President 
Arthur, however, supported President Gar- 
field’s judgmentin the matter. The United 
States senators from Georgia madea fight 
against his confirmation and at ColonelAtkins’s 
request his name was withdrawn. In the last 
days of his term President Arthur appointed 
him United States district attorney at Atlanta, 
but he went out of office before any action could 
be taken by congress in the matter. Since 
then Colonel Atkins has held no official 
position. Although early in the present ad- 
ministration it looked asif he would be ap- 
pointed solicitor of the treasury. But for 
local opposition, itis probable that he would 
have secured that office. 

Colonel Atkins was a member of the 
Atlanta bar a as admitted to the bar of 
this city when he came here in 1872. Ho 
never built up much of a general practice, his 
attention being mainly confined to the man- 
agement of estates. He was counsel for the city 
and suburban road and looked after the inter- 
ests of Mr. Parsons and others in this city. 
In 1853 he married Miss Helen D. King, sis- 
ter of Mr. L. King, clerk of the United States 
court. His wife died about four years ago. 
He leavestwo sons anda daughter. Both of 
the former are married. Mr. J. L. Atkins 
isin Washington. Mr. Henry J. Atkins lives 
in Atlanta. Miss Julia Atkinsis engaged in 
teaching at Roswell. Telegrams were sent to 
all three. They will be here in the morn- 
ing.

Americus, Ga., October 8.—[Special.j— 
ing over the appearance of a column article in 
The Times attacking the Central railroad for 
ordering its telephone taken out.

Another instance of the vindictive hatred of 
the Central railroad authorities for Americus 
bobbed up serenely yesterday. It is another case 
of petty spite and is altogether in keeping with 
the CcChtral’s mode of procedure in its fight 
against Americus. Today the telephone at the 
depot will be taken out in aceordance with orders, 
and in future the merchants of this city and 
others having business with that whole-souled 
corporation will, of  mecessity, have to 
tramp a quarter of a mile through the mud 
to attend to it. 

Your correspotident interviewed Manager 
Shepherd, of the telephone exchange, and he 
had no notice from the Central road to that 
effect. His bill for another year’s rental had 
gone into the office of the Central’s agent and 
had been approved and forwarded. 

Agent Maxwell was much surprised when 
informed of the article, and stated that he had 
received no instructions to discontinue the use 
of a telephone at his office, and had no idea 
whatever of doing so. On the contrary, he 
proposed to use every facility to accommodate 
the patrons of the Central road and expedite 
business. He is making the most herculean 
efforts with the unsufficient clerical force at 
his command to handle the immense volume 
of business that continues to pour in, and so 
heavy is the work that yesterday three of his 
men resigned. 

Americus is threatened with a steam-coal 
famine, owing to a blockade on the Birming- 
ham division of the Central. The electric 
light works and the ice factory were out yester- 
day, and the Americus Compress Company is 
burning lump coal. 

Superintendent Curran, of the Savannah and 
Western division, and Superintendent. of 
Transportation Starr, of Savannah, spent yes- 
terday here, and will at once proceed to relieve 
the coal blockade by bringing forward the 
cars, many of which have Deen en route from 
Birmingham two to three weeks.

A DEEP-WATER HARBOR. 


A Company with $1,500,000 Organized to 
Build at Padre Island. 

San ANTONIO, Tex., October 8.—[Special.]— 
Another enterprise has been formulated and 
work is soon to begin, looking to the securing 
of a deep-water harbor on the ,Texas wharf at 
Padre island. The harbor will be secured by 
the building of a viaduct sea wall, the estimated 
cost of which will be $1,500,000. The syndi- 
cate is composed of local and eastern capital- 
ists, and is backed by unlimited capital. John 
Willet has interested congress on the subject, 
and the committee on commerce now has the 
matter under consideration and will, he be- 
lieves, report favorably to the next congress. 
Padre island is nearer the Pacific for a-deep- 
water harbor than any other point on the 
Atlantic or Mexican gulf, where deep 
water is accessible, and the deep water 
is nearer to the shore and main land than any 
other point. The shore on the main land is 
twenty-tive feet above mean low tide, and per- 
fectly safe in case of storm. There is also an 
abundance of hard stone for riprap and sand- 
stone for concreteat hand which can be eco- 
nomically used in the construction of the nec- 
essary sea wall. A deep-water harbor there 
will operate in the saving of railway freight 
over 1,400 miles between New York, Boston 
and other eastern cities and San Francisco,and 
with the upper Florida canal, which is soon to 
be completed, will lesson the distance 600 
miles. This harbor will furnish an outlet for 
the commerce of all the states west of the 
Mississippi river with foreign countries, and 
secure the commerce of two-thirds of Mexico. 

Mangled by a Cotton Gin. 

WALKERSVILLE, Ga., October 8.—[Special.] 
The deadly cotton gin claims another victim in 
ourcounty. Today, Mr. D. F. Marshall, who 
runs a steam ginnery below town, got his 
right arm caught in a gin, and allof his fingers 
were completely severed from his hand, and 
his arm terribly mangled. Mr. Albert Ward, 
who was standing near the scene of the 
accident, grabbed the belt running the gin and 
by a superhuman effort stopped it, thus saving 
Mr. Marshall’s life. It was a daring an 
dangerous act, but he escaped unhurt. Mr. 
Marshall was immediately removed to his 
home near by, and Drs. D. M. White and 
Henry Hodges summoned to his bedside. 
These physicians dressed his arm, but grave 
fears are entertained as to his recovery.

It 
embraces forty miles of track, while franchises 
have been secured and work begun on twenty 
additional miles. 


The Most Powerful Light, 
From an English Exchange. 

Usually we look to America for the biggest 
things on earth, but, strange to say, although the 
Americans are the most extensive users of elec- 
tricity, the most powerful artificial light in ex1s- 
tence is the property of the English government, 
and is to be found in the Isle of Wight. The lamp 
referred to is that of the lighthouse of St. Cath- 
erine’s point, where there is also a large fog horn. 
The plant has three engines of thirty-six horse 
power each. Two of these are used for working 
the dynamos, and the other for the fog horn. The 
current is conducted by wires across a road direct 
from the dynamos tothe lamps, there being no 
accumulators. The light is obtained from a car- 
bon lamp ofspecial pattern. Theordinary light is 
equal to 3,000,000 candles, but a light of 6,000,009 
candle power can be and has been obtained. It is 
impossible for any one who has not seen it to im- 
agine the wonderful brilliancy of the light, but 
some idea may be formed from the fact that it can 
be distinctly seen forty-five miles away, and that 
at the Needles, fourteen miles distant, it is quite 
easy to read very fine print by means of the reflec- 
tion. On one side of the lamp room is a quantity 
of very thick glass for repairing the windows 
broken, not by storms so much as by wild ducks 
and sea birds which are attracted by the light. A 
singular feature of the lighthouse tower is a plum- 
met and line hanging from the ceiling of a lower 
chamber, the plummet pointing to a spot on the 
floor. This ig for the purpose of enabling the man 
in charge to tell when the tower is out of the per- 
pendicular. The lighthouse was builton an under 
cliff, formed by a gigantic landslip in 1799, and 
some portions of this cliff are still slipping.

THE FEDERAL COURT. 


SEVERAL C4sES DISPOSED OF YEs- 
TERDAY,. 


The Guild-Phillips Case Comes Up Again— 
Judge Newman's Opinion—Youth- . 
ful Se Se: 


Several cases were disposed ‘ot by the United 
States court yesterday. — 

The first case taken up for trial was that of 
several minors, who were charged: with work- 
ing in an illicit distillery. The young men ar- 
rested on this charge were: Mr. Jasper Fian- 
nhigan, Mr. Rufus Burgess, and Mr. Silas 
Payne. They were arrested some time ago on 
the charge of assisting in the management of 
an illicit distillery in Union county, .and 
when brought. before Judge Newman 


charged and their sentences were postponed 
on account of their ages. The prisoners were 
too young to be sentenced, not one of them 
being over sixteen yearsold. The sentences 
were postponed indefinitely. 

The case of Matt Seabolt, charged with 
working ,in an_illicit distillery was nolle- 
prossed. 

The case of Louisa Guild vs. 

E. L. Phillips, came up yee 
terday in a new shape, 
Judge Newnan having rendered his opinion, 
setting aside the former decree in the case. 

The history of the case is familiar to the 
public, it having been one of the chief cases 
tried at the last session of the court. 

Mrs. Guild, the wife of Mr. L. A, Guild, 
brought suit against Mrs. Phillips, who 
claimed a large tract of land that formerly 
belonged to her brother, Mr. Guild. 
Her claim was based upon 
a debt of $1,152.74 which she glaimed Mr. 
Guild owed her. 

After Mr. Guild’s death, Mrs. Guild found 
in his portfolio a letter from Mrs. Phillips re- 
leasing him from the payment of the debt, 
and this was the evidence upon which the 
court’s opinion was, doubtless, based. 

The court will continue with the civil docket 
today, and the grand jury is busily engaged 
with its work of investigations. 

The session has been fully organized and a 
lot of business is before it. There are enough 
civil cases to occupy the attention of the jury 
until November, when the criminal docket 
will be taken up.

Bleckiey, J. C.—1. Wherea conveyance or 
a bond to convey designates a public higiway 
as one of the boundaries of the tract, the in- 
strument will generally be construed as com- 
prehending the highway itself to the center or 
middle thread. :

coupany he organized while in Ohio, to 
known aythe “Ohio Fraitand Lan] Co:n- 
pany,’ witha paid up capital of 810u;00). The 
company will grow fruit and bay and sell 
lands. 
HOW THE SCOOP WAS EFFECTED. 

To keep the old stow parties who stay at 
home and expect to make taoney out of-tle 
energy and enterprise of others from running 
up the price of lands, Captain James and his 
associates Applied fora charter in the south- 
western circuit and the charter will soon be 
granted by Judge Allen Forte of that cirenit. 
This piece of news, which is only known here 
by Tug Constirurion and those who are in 
the enterprise, will be like a thunderclay to 
those who have Deen seddped by Captain 
James's silence and seeming dissatisfaction 
with the result of his trip to Ohio. 

The charter does not say where the company 
will do basiness, but as they were only anxious 
to secure options on lands around Fert 
Valley, itis presumed this will be their place 
of business. ‘The company, both Georgia and 
Ohio members, are representative business 
men with ample capital to accomptish any- 
thing they desire. 

THE BRICK GUANO FACTORY. 

Another enterprise for Fort Valley is a brick 
guano factory, which is baing built by Mr. H. 
C. Harris just as fastas men can lav brick. 
He expects to have itin operation in time to 
sell the planters many tons of fertilizers the 
coming season. It has a railroad frontage 
which insures cheap shipping facilities, and 
will prove a great benefit to the town. 

The artesian well has been completed, and 
now has 400 feet of water in it, coming within 
100 feet of the top.

The Fort Valley Investment and Improve- 
ment Company will commence the erection of 
some residences soon to meet.the growing de- 
mand for houses, made so on account of the 
flourishing H. W. Grady institute. 

THE FRUIT PROSPECT. 

The Albangh fruit farm and nursery are pre- 
paring to plant eut 100,000 peach trees this fall, 
which will require 11,000 acres of land. Count- 
ing this there will be fuily 2,500 acres of land 
planted in peaches around Fort Valley this fall. 

Mr. D. C. Black, formerly of Atlanta, is 
erecting barns, cowhouses, etc., besides other 
extensive preparations preparatory to estab- 
lishing a large Jersey dairy. 

Mr. D. 8S. Wentworth, of South Haven, 
Mich., expects to erect a large crate factory 
here this winter.
